kingdomes, and empires, which moſt victozionſly he palled 
chꝛough, be found but one faithful and vnfained friend named 
Caliſtenes: The like we reade of Xerxes, Nero, Dioniſius, & 
many other renowmed peers and potentates in the wozld, who 
are not repoꝛted to haue had any moze then one friend. And if 
we allow of the counſel of Seneca a wiſe and diſcreete man, if 
be might haue many (as he cannot) pet wil not admitte anp 
mo2e then one:fo2 if there be dangerCſaith he) in enemies, there 
can be no ſurety in the multitude ol friends, ſecing in reſpect of 
their number they bꝛeede difference ofconſent and wil, with 
variety of conditions:and where is no confo2mitie of manners, 
there can be no perfectiũ in friendſhip, Futthermoze one friend 
ought not to ſay to another, I wil not, oꝛ, J can not, ſince it is 
à pꝛiuilege in friendſhip to find nothing impollible: therefoze 
who ioyues friendſhip with another, binds himſelle not to deny 
the thing that his friend requires him to do, feeing in this con⸗ 
fifts the ful office of frendſhip, to owe to our friends our ſelues 
and al that we haue. But how can a man that is ſaid to haue 
many friends, execute this office ot true friendſchip, when in the 
ſame inſtance one friend inuites him to a banket, and another 
ſends fo2 him being ſicke: one requeſts him to pleade his cauſe 
. againſt his aduerſarie at London, and another to ride with him 
about other affaires to Douer, where you ſee he can do his du⸗ 
tie to no moꝛe but one, and conſequently al the reſt do feeme to 
be deſpiſed, $ their friendſhip little oz not at al regarded: wher⸗ 
bp it appeareth, that true friendſhip can bee onely in the duall 
number, namely an vnfamed conſent oftwo mens willes and
